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To Light or Not to Light Is Still the Questicn

Lights or no lights on the ball fields was again the 
controversy at the latest meeting on the Schrom Hills 
Park on Monday, March 13, But by the end of the night, 
a possibility of compromise could be seen as people on both 
sides of the issue talked of trying to work out of the im¬ 
passe. 

The meeting was held by Greenbelt’s city council to 
accept testimony on the draft master plan for the park. 
The city’s newest park is located east and north of Hanover 
Parkway, south of Greenbrook Village. It is 43 acres in 
size, but the city is seeking to acquire several more acres. 


A master plan of the park was 
developed from three planning 
sessions last year. City consult¬ 
ant Grace Fielder of Greenman 
& Pedersen drew up the master 
plan shown at the meeting. 

Recreation facilities featured 
in the plan include a soccer/ 
football field, a baseball field, and 
a basketball court in the south¬ 
ern end of the park; a sledding 
hill on the east side of the park; 
and several playground and pic¬ 
nic areas scattered throughout 
the park. The central section will 
remain wooded with trails run¬ 
ning through it. A trail will also 
encircle the wetland area in the 
northern part of the park. 

The entrance to the park will 
be from Hanover Parkway op¬ 
posite Space Court on the south 
side of the park. Ninety parking 
places are planned. A formal 
planting of trees—an a lie—will 
lead north into the park. On 
either side will be the ball fields, 
with a concession building and 
restrooms nearby. 

Lights at Issue 

Most of the evening was spent 
discussing whether to light the 
ball fields, costs, and timetable 
for building parks, 

James Foy, president of Hunt¬ 
ing Ridge Condominium Associa¬ 
tion, stated that they are “opp- 
posed to any lights in Schrom 
Hills Park.” He explained how 
he had talked to several hundred 
people about this issue and only 
two favored lights. Hunting 
Ridge is across Hanover Park¬ 
way from the park. Foy said that 
shutting the lights off with a 
timer would not solve the prob¬ 
lem because there could be pres¬ 
sure to set the timer to a later 
time, 

Ron Brooks of Hunting Ridge 
said that he does not want lights 
on the ball fields even though 
he has had children on sports 
teams. He said he was ‘‘relieved 
to learn tonight I won't have 
lights in my bedroom window this 
spring.” Lights will have a big 
impact on the neighborhood, he 
said. 

Foy explained that Hunting 
Ridge residents already are both¬ 
ered by the lights at the Lanham 
Boys & Girls Club fields. He 
said they are on until midnight 
365 days a year. 

Mayor Gil Weidenfeld suggest¬ 
ed writing a letter to city council 
in complaint and then council 
would see what could be done 
about it. 

A number of people, including 
those from the Greenbelt Boys 
& Girls Club were present to ad¬ 
vocate lights on the ball fields. 

Julie Greer presented council 


with a petition signed by about 
100 parents urging that the fields 
be lighted. She said that there is 
a real need for soccer/football 
fields but that without practice 
lighting the teams cannot prac¬ 
tice on Fall evenings. 

“We’re just asking for some 
access to lighting,” explained 
Clete Mehringer. To ask parents 
to get children to practice before 
5:30 p.m. is an almost impossible 
feat, he continued, and it is ' un¬ 
fair to parents and coaches to 
try to get out of work early to 
have an active sports program.” 

Jeff Keir, vice president of 
the Greenbelt Boys & Girls Club, 
said in written testimony that 
their position is that there is a 
critical need in the city for a 
quality lighted soccer / football 
field, and that the club supports 
an enforced turn-off time of 8:30 
p.m. At the meeting he said three 
football and five soccer teams 
are vying for time at one field 
at Braden field. He sa^d that it 
is important that children have 
the practice time so they can 
learn safe and proper ways to 
play. 

Timetable 

City Manager James K. Giese 
stated that the park would be 
usable for ball playing within two 
years and there would also be 
gravel parking lots. The whole 
park would not be completed for 
years, he said. 

Part of the reason for this is 
financial, for Giese said the city 
does not have the $1,151,124 the 
park development is estimated to 
cost. He said that he would pre¬ 
sent a plan to council to pay for 
site preparation and ball field 
and parking lot construction. This 
work is estimated to cost a half¬ 
million dollars. The preparation 
of the site has to be done first 
and all at once, he maintained. 
He said the rest of the project 
could be done in small pieces over 
time. For example, he suggested 
the pathway system and play¬ 
grounds can be done by the pub¬ 
lic works department out of the 
operating budget.

concrete, for as Weidenfeld ex¬ 
plained, the plan assumes that 
some of the money will come 
from Open Space funds. 

Several residents of Greenbelt 
East urged council to give pri¬ 
ority to playgrounds, picnic areas 
and trails. Giese agreed the play¬ 
ground in the northeast corner 
of the park could be done early 
because that area does not need 
site preparation. And Weidenfeld 
said the need for the playgrounds 
can be accommodated since the 
price tag is low. 

Northway Fields 

Since the lack of lighted hall 
fields was a major concern, oth¬ 
er ball-playing facilities were 
discussed. Giese said a major 
ballfield complex has long been 
planned at the Northway fields 
complex. Currently the citv oo- 
erates two baseball fields at the 
end of Northway west of the 
Baltimore - Washington Parkway 
and surrounded by Parcel 1 and 
by the 72 acres now owned by 
the county but to be transferred 
to the city. f 

Although there are currently 
no funds or plans for the North¬ 
way complex, Giese said he feels 
that the lighted should 

he at North way Fields rather 
than Schrom Hills Park. For one 
thing there are no neighbors to 
be bothered by the lights, he 
said. He admitted that to build 
more fields at Northway the city 
must acquire the 72 acres. Weid¬ 
enfeld said County Executive

New High’s Store Offers 
More Products Services

On Thursday, March 2, High’s Dairy Store moved from 
131 to 109 Centerway. The new location is across from 
Roosevelt Center, on the site of the old Ben Franklin store. 


James Mead, who has been 
managing the store since June 
1984, said that the new store has 
the same square footage as the 
old location, but that it is bet¬ 
ter arranged, which allows for 
a number of new features tha f 
weren’t available in the old store. 

Among other things, the new 
operation offers movie rentals, 
a service deli, fresh-baked cook¬ 
ies, pretzels, pizza, and soup— 
even a talking cigarette machine. 
“There’s not a lot we don’t sell,” 
Mead said, noting that fresh pro¬ 
duce is the only staple missing 
from the store. “We have basic¬ 
ally all the conveniences anyone 
wants.” 

The new location also benefits 
from the availabifitv of « ^ 1 ■ 
ing dock, which Mead said cuts 
down on traffic and parang 
lems early in the morning. 

The new location was officially 
open for business at 11:30 a.m. 
March 2, while the old one closed 
its doors for good at noon. This 
left one half-hour during which 
Greenbelt had two operating dairy 
stores. “That confused a few peo¬ 
ple,” said Mead. 

Assistant Manager Annie Sow¬ 
ers said customers have reacted 
favorably to the additions, say¬ 
ing “They like the variety.” 

“There’s not a lot of people 
hanging around,” said customer 
Berni Kelly of Ridge Road, who 
said that had been a problem at 
the old location. She added that 


WSSC TO CLEAN 
WATER MAINS 

From March to June ihe Wash¬ 
ington Suburban Sanitary Com¬ 
mission (WSSC) will be conduct¬ 
ing a water system modernizea- 
tion project in parts of Greenbelt. 
The work, which is to be per¬ 
formed by a contractor under 
WSSC management and inspec¬ 
tion, will involve cleaning the 
cast iron water mains of accu¬ 
mulated corrosion. This corros¬ 
ion decreases the pipes flow ca¬ 
pacity, reduces water pressure, 
and periodically results in dis¬ 
coloration of the water at the 
tap. Following the cleaning, a 
thin mortar coating is placed on 
the pipe wall to prevent future 
corrosion. 

Work will take place at th^ 
following locations: Parkway, 
Lakeside Drive, Maplewood Court, 
Lakeview Circle, the intersection 
of Ridge Road and Eastway, 
Northway from Ridge Road to 
Hillside Road, Hillside Road 
from Crescent Road to Laurel 
Hill Road, Greenhill Road from 
Research Road to Greenway 
Place, Fayette Place, Empire 
Place, Greenknoll Place, Green¬ 
way Place, Greendale Place, 
Lastner Lane from Rosewood 
Drive to Crescent Road and Ivy 
Lane from Ridge Road to Last¬ 
ner Lane. 

When mains are being cleaned 
and refined, existing connections 
from the pipeline to customer 
units will be disconnected from 
the main and reconnected to tem¬ 
porary water service lines placed 
on top of the ground.

the new store's appearance was

Sharon Eostein, also of Ridge 
Road, thought that the store ap¬ 
peared larger than its preaeces- 
sor, and also “more spacious” 
and “lighter.”

City Sells Bands to Protect 
Trees from Gypsy Moths

The City of Greenbelt is making sticky barrier bands 
available to residents to aid in this year’s battle against 
gypsy bot hs for a nominal price. “Repel - M ” brand sticky 
barrier bands are made of a foil tape with adhesive on 
both sides. The adhesive will not harm the tree bark or 
the person handling it. The tape is 4” wide and 50’ long. 
One roll will encircle five to seven 24”-round trees. Bands 
may be purchased in the Finance Office, Monday through 
Friday, 8 a.m. to 4:30 p.m. 


Sticky barrier bands prevent 
gypsy moth caterpillars from 
crawling up tree trunks and into 
tree canopies where they feed 
on the foliage. The bands can 
protect trees from defoliation by 
preventing primary and second¬ 
ary invasions by the caterpillars. 
The bands must be maintained 
all season. 

Applying Sticky Barrier Bands 

Barrier bands should be it* 
place just before gypsy moth 

egg masses hatch. Since the egg 
masses will hatch from early— 
to mid-April, depending on the 
temperature, sticky barrier bands 
should be placed on trees dur : 
the first week in April to block 
the ascent of newly hatched cat¬ 
erpillars. Select an acceptable 
height on the tree that has few 
bumps and crevices on the bark. 

Chest level is the ideal he'ghu 

to place the barrier band for 
proper maintenance. At this 
height the sticky barrier band 

will be out of reach of small chil¬ 
dren and pets. Before application, 
brush off loose bark, moss and 
dirt so that the barrier band will 
adhere to the bark surface. Do 
not apply the barrier bands on

For initial application, pr^ss 
one edge of the barrier band 
firmly against the bark. Proceed 
to wrap the barrier band hori¬ 
zontally around the tree, mak¬ 
ing sure the band is pressed se¬ 
curely into all the cracks and 
crevices of the bark. Any gaps 
or spaces left under the ban! 
will allow gypsy moth caterpil¬ 
lars to slip under the bar 
rier band and gain access to the 
foliage. Overlap the ends of the 
band to ensure a complete bar¬ 
rier around the tree trunk. The 
band can be torn or cut with 
scissors after being applied to 
and wrapped around the tree. 

Maintaining Sticky Barrier Bands 

Periodically the sticky barrier 
bands should be inspected to en¬ 
sure their effectiveness against 
the caterpillars. Check for dirt, 
trapped insects and other types 
of debris. Occasionally, in high 
gypsy moth population densities, 
very small caterpillars may cov¬ 
er the sticky barrier band. If this 
happens, a new sticky barrier 
band should be applied. This as 
sures a continuous barrier 
against the caterpillars.

that has become separated frum 
the bark. Small animals (e^per- 
ially squirrels) and birds will 
pull up the bands while feeding 
on trapped insects. 

Do not be discouraged if few 
or no caterpillars appear direct¬ 
ly on the sticky barrier. The 
tacky material prevents caterpil¬ 
lars from crossing the barrier; it 
f is not necessarily a trapping de¬ 
vice. The caterpillars will a«u d 
the sticky material and will i ct 
attempt to cross it. Instead, they 
will move horizontally around the 
tree, just bvlow the barrier band. 
At this point, the caterpillar* 
should be removed from the tree 
trunk and destroyed. In early 
Spring, many of the newly 
hatched caterpillars will die of 
starvation and accumulate below 
the sticky barrier bands. 

The sticky bands should be 
removed in August after the 
adult female gypsy moths have 
laid their egg masses. Carefully 
roll off the barrier band in the 
same manner as roiling ui a 
carpet. Place the old barrier band 
in a plastic or paper bag and 
dispose of it in the trash.

Form New Social Club

A new activities club for disabled Greenbelt area citi¬ 
zens was scheduled to hold its first meeting, March 17, 
according to a Greenbelt Recreation Department spokes¬ 
person, who was interviewed before the event.

Friendship Leisure Activities and 
Social Horizons club, is designed 
as a social club for adults with 
physical, mental or emotional 
difficulties,” said therapeutic rec¬ 
reation specialist Karen Hase- 
ley. The first event is planned

Haseley said one of the main 
reasons for starting the club 
was to alleviate problems with 
isolation. “Handicapped people 
often feel very isolated,” she said, 
“because it's difficult for them 
to get out and meet other peo¬ 
ple.” She said the club will pro¬ 
vide an opportunity to meet other 
people, with or without disabili¬ 
ties. “We want to increase their 
independence and also provide in¬ 
formation about other available 
programs.” 

Future plans for the club de¬ 
pend on how large it gets, the 
types of disabilities participants 
may have and what participants 
want to do, Haseley said. “We 
would like to sponsor overnight 
trips, bowling nights, going out 
to dinner, or anything members 
want to do. After all, it's their 
club. We're just here to help 
them.” 

The program is estimated at 
$25 per year for Greenbelt resi¬ 
dents, and $31.25 per year, or 
25% more, for non-Gre mbelt resi¬ 
dents. according to Haseley. 
While this money will cover some 
transportation, refreshment and 
mailings costs, the bulk of the 
program will be funded by the 
Recreation Department, she said. 
The largest expenses will in¬ 
clude space rentals for club 
meetings and salary costs for 
club director Wayne Reed and 
assistant club director Rosemarie 
Tucci. 

However, these expenses will 
not be definite until Haseley re¬ 
ceives input from participants at 
the first meeting, she said. 

Haseley said that some peo¬ 
ple still don't know how to treat 
the handicapped.

Parris Glendening has assured 
the city he is moving ahead with 
getting the land for the city. 

And Councilmember Ed Putens 
said that although the 72-acre ac¬ 
quisition is now a possibility, 
there is still a question of where 
to get the money. He mentioned 
that a concept plan for the 
Northway fields complex will be 
completed this summer by the 
Maryland-National Capital Park 
and Planning Commission. 

Lola Skolnik of the Park and 
Recreation Advisory Board ask¬ 
ed when there would be lighting 
at Northway fields. Giese said 
there is some money allocated in 
the 1991 budget to plan the ball 
field complex and that the pres¬ 
ent fields could be lighted in two 
years. 

Giese said the needed improve¬ 
ments to Braden Field would not 
take place until the city has oth¬ 
er fields in use. 

Compromise? 

Toward the end of the meeting 
people on both sides of the light¬ 
ing issue seemed to be groping 
toward a compromise acceptable 
to all. 

Julie Greer said that on behalf 
of the Green-belt Boys & Girls 
Club, she would be happy to have 
lighting only on the side facing 
away from Hanover Parkway. 

Then Weidenfeld suggested a 
meeting of representatives of 
both sides. He said the city would 
be glad to work with them, for 
example by arranging visits to 
see practice lights at fields out¬ 
side Greenbelt, Foy agreed that 
a meeting would be a good idea. 

Later Foy and Roy Dahl of 
Greenwood Village suggested 
speeding up the timetable for 
lighted bpllfiejds N^thway. 
And Putens suggested that the 
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Greenbelt East Advisory Com¬ 
mittee consider this idea. 

Keir said he would support 
whatever it took to get fields 
with lights. 

Giese said' council decides how 
to spend the money so money 
could be funneled to Northway 
or conversely to Schrom Hills. 

Councilman Thomas White cau¬ 
tioned that Northway can be 
raised in the priority list, but not 
at the expense of Schrom Hdls 
Park. 

Weidenfeld said that if an 
agreement can be reached by both 
parties council would like to go 
that way, but if not, council will 
decide the lighting issue. 

Pond? 

Fielder said that the U.S. 
Army Corps of Engineers has 
still made no decision whether 
there will be a pond built in the 
northern section of the park or 
whether the area will remain 
wetlands, 

Mary Chapman of Ridge Road 
expressed concern about disturb¬ 
ing the wetlands, but Renee 
Gross said her house overlooks 
the area and she was assured 
when she bought her house that 
a pond would be built.

How Can Dentists Help In 
Child Identification? 

The growing concern of 
parents and public officials 
with the problem of lost and 
missing children has prompted 
the dental profession to seek 
better identification tech¬ 
niques. In all programs a 
complete dental history, which 
is unique for each individual 
and almost impossible to alter, 
is compiled. Combined with 
other data including birthdate, 
health history and finger¬ 
prints, a full description of a 
missing child is more readily 
available. In addition it is 
hoped that similar programs 
can be established and utilized 
to aid in special situations 
such as mental retardation, 
speech defects and senility. 

Child Keyppers of Florida, 
founded in 1983, was the first 
organization to utilize dental 
charting as a means of iden¬ 
tifying missing and kidnapped 
children. Special dental 
charts are used to gather in¬ 
formation to be compared to 
data in the FBI’s National In¬ 
formation Center. This pro¬ 
gram is currently being ex¬ 
panded nationwide. 

Other proposed methods 
would employ the use of disc* 
bonded to the inner surface of 
a tooth. Each disc would con¬ 
tain vital information about 
the individual or a code num¬ 
ber which could be fed * n to a 
computer to achieve positive 
identification. Considering 
that one child is kidnapped 
every 3 minutes, the impor¬ 
tance of reliable means of 
identification can not be un¬ 
derstated,

Not everyone is aware that automatic transmissions and 
transaxles have filters that guard against harsh contaminants. 
To make sure that your transmission fluid has survived the winter, 
check its level. Inspect the color of the fluid. It should be red¬ 
dish or pinkish, not dark like motor oil. It should not smell 
burnt or overheated. 

Remember that the transmission or transaxle is a separate 
component of the engine and has to be considered in preventive 
maintenance servicing for long and faithful service.
